moving from Zacharlu (39-23N, 45-01E) west toward Sarachli (39-36N, 44-52E), 
On Monday, 11 September, at the same spot 500 trucks loaded with military 
personnel wer« seen moving in the sarnie direction *

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At Chat-i-Atrek (37~59N ? 55LL6E)* t^o radio antennae were erected. Up 
to the period of this report, this Soviet post apparently had not been ! 
equipped with radio transmitters; if it did have radio transmitters prie 
to this time* there were no antennae in sight- 

In the vicinity of Chat-1-A.trek large groups of horses were allowed to 
roam freely over the step pe. It is believed that new cavalry units were 
possibly being established in the areae 
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On 9 September 1950, the Iranian frontier -ruard c.oismlssar at Ribat 
(37-55M, 57-43E) observed an object resembling a comet passing through 
the sky over Soviet territory * The object apparently fell north of the 
mountains northwest of Ribat. A few seconds later an explosion was heard 
2nd. simultaneously violent earthquake tremors were felt in Ribat* 
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
